The rate of METHOD® 240SL HERBICIDE should be
adjusted according to the spray volume per acre and the size and plantdensity of the target brush species. Referto the WEED S
CONTROLLED section for application rates. For bestresults, include a MSO adjuvantat the rate of 1% v/v. Good plantcoverageis
necessaryforbestresults. Use spraynozzes and pressure thatwill aid the properdeposition ofthe spraysolution. Apply i n sufficientspray
volume to help provide uniform spraydistribution of spray particles overthe area to be treated and to avoid spray drift. Ge nerally, low
volume ground applications will require 10 to 25 gallons peracre. The use of an even flat fan tip with a spray angle of 40 degrees orless,
such as 4004 or 1504, will aid in proper spray deposition. In addition, cone or straightstream nozzes, such as the 5500 X3 or the 5500 X5
may be used.

HIGH VOLUME FOLIAR APPLICATION

For high-volume applications, see Table 1 for use rate and mixing instructions. Use the higherrates for hard to control brush species.
Refer to the WEEDS CONTROLLED section for application rates. Higher sprayvolumes maybe required for sites with high density brush.
Generally, high volume ground applications will require 100 to 400 gallons peracre. Use sufficientspray volume to thoroughlyand
uniformlywet foliage and stems butdon't over apply causing excessive run-off. The spraysolution should reach the crown of the plants
and trickle down into the canopy. Do not apply more than 18 fluid ounces of METHOD® 240SL HERBICIDE peracre per year.

INDIVIDUAL PLANT TREATMENTS (IPT)

Apply METHOD® 240SL HERBICIDE utilizing an application method which targets individual woodyspecies including foliar applica tions,
cut stump and stem treatments, injection orhack and squirt, or basal bark treatments.

FOLIAR

The total spray volume should be adjusted according to the size and densityof the target plantspecies. Where taller/denser vegetation is
present, highersprayvolumes maybe necessaryto ensure good coverage. Referto the WEEDS CONTROLLED section ofthe label for
specificuse rate information. For bestresults include a MSO-type adjuvant at the rate of 1% v/v. Refer to Table 1 for mixing instructions.
Spray the vegetation starting at the top and covering the sides. Ensure complete coverage of the plantfor bestresults. Avoid sprayingto
the pointof excessive runoff as injury to desirable species or ground cover may occur. Refer to Low and High — Volume Foliar Application
sections above for application use directions and rates.

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CUT STUMP/STEM TREATMENTS

Make a dilute solution bymixing 5 to 10 gallons of METHOD 240SL HERBICIDE in enough basal oil to make 100 gallons of spraym ixture,
or equivalentratio. Some basal oils maybe incompatible with METHOD 240SL HERBICIDE causing a precipitantto form. Test for
compatibilityby adding METHOD 240SL HERBICIDE to a small quantityof desired basal oil atthe properratio, allow to stand for 30
minutes and check for physical incompatibilityor precipitates. The addition of an emulsifiermaybe needed to ensure compatibility. Apply
with a sprayerusing low pressure and solid cone orflat fan nozzles. Spray the cut surface soon after cutting, thoroughlywe tting the
cambium layer next to the bark. On largertrees, treat only the outer 2-3 inches ofthe stump. On trees 3 inches orless in diametertreatthe
entire cut surface. In addition to the cut surface, treat the sides ofthe stump/stem and the root collar area to prevent resprouting. Apply
anytime except when snow or water prevents treating to the ground line of the stump. Moisture stress mayaffect optimum control.

INJECTION OR HACK AND SQUIRT

Inject or use a hatchet, machetes, or similar equipmentto make downward cuts into the cambium (inner bark) ofthe stem in such a way as
to make a “pocket” large enough to retain the applied solution. Cuts/injections maybe made at a heightconvenientto the app licator. Make
one cut/injection for every 2 inches of diameterat breastheight(DBH)on the target stem.For example,an 8-inch DBH stem would require
4 cuts. Cuts should be made atequal intervals around the tree. Spray 2 - 1 milliliter (mL) of undiluted METHOD 240SL HERBICIDE into
each cut.

BASAL BARK TREATMENTS
